New York, March 22.—A million 


dollar conspiracy to bootleg liquor - 


withdrawn from bond upon permits 
bearing forgeries of the name of E. 
C. Yellowley, acting federal prohibi- 
tion director for New York state, was 
reported by authorities to have been* 
frustrated tonight In the seizure of 
the Pershing warehouse corporation's 
bended storage. 

Ralph and Charles Sabattino, broth- 
er-owners of the warehouse, were ar- 
rested by Acting Prohibition Director 
John A. Murphy, turned over to the 
police, and held without bail, 

$10,000,000 in Warehouse. 

Bonded liquor valued at $10,000,- 
000 had been stored in the warehouse 
by the department of internal revenue 
and the withdrawals today, fifty bar- 
rela in two trucks were to be the 
first in a scheme to remove $1,000,- 
000 worth, Yellowley said. 

The conspirators were thwarted 
and the plot uncovered, prohibition au- 
thorities explained, through the pre- 
tended connivance of John A. Mur- 
phy and Lester A. Reeves, assistant 
prohibition directors, each of whom 
accepted $10,000 in the office of In- 
rector Yellowley for liquor permits on 
which the forgeries were made. The 
money wag accepted with Yellowley's 
approval while he was out of the city, 
in an endeavor to trap the men “high- 
er up,” it was stated. 

On the forged }ermits were written 
the name of a prominent wholesale 
drug company, officials of which were 
unaware of the use of the firm's name 
prohibition authorities said. . 

Permits for $20,000. 

Additional permits were said to 
have been delivered to the conspira- 
tors today for $20,000, for which they 


were to have been privileged to with- 
draw 100 barrels in the name of an- 
other drug company. Prohibition offi- 
cials declared the conspirators often 
talked of withdrawing the entire $10.- 
000,000 worth if the first attemyps 
proved successful. 

The barrels contained whisky six 
and seven years old, valued at $2,000 
a barrel, it was said. 

The bonded liquor was owned part- 
ly by the Sabbatino brothers and the 
balance was the property of varioue 
companies and individuals, 

The Sabbatino brothers, who were 
charged with conspiracy and bribery, 
were alleged by Director Yellowley 
to be the chief movers in the plot.

Indefinite Resolution, 


“Under the resolution drawn up at 
| the meeting here Thursday, the same 
means of punishment could be recort- | 
ed to in Georgia. Prison officiais, it | 
would be definitely instructed 
ito avoid flogging, but then are in- | 
j|formed that any other procedure they | 
could devise would be all right. 

“The situation in Georgia demands | 
a definite statement of what means of 
punishment convict oificials may em- 
ploy. That is the oniy safe course. 
The one determined: on Thursday 
would leave revenge and cruelty still 
in the seat. 

“One commendable feature about | 
the resolution is that it specifies | 
solitary confinement to take the place | 
of whipping. However, it lacks that | 
tone of humanity and encouragement 
so needed in handling prisoners, The | 
sole thought of the prison leaders 
seemed to be along lines of punish- 
ment. What they should provide is a 
humane system of fair, decent treat 
ment and encouragement of unfortu 
nate men under their control.” 

Mr. Walker declared that his or-; 
ganization, which for years has waged | 
war on the lash in Georgia prison | 
camps, will bitterly resist all attempts | 
to bring back flogging. | 

Stormy Session. 

The prison officials, at a stormy 
Session held in the chamber of the | 
house of representatives adopted res- | 
olutions embodying a new rule in the | 
administration of county convict | 
camps, intended to provide means otf 
punishment for unruly convicts, to 
take the place of the lash. 

Just before adjournment of the 
meeting, a resolution introduced by 
Judge J. K. Davis, of Polk county, 
was adopted, requesting that the next 
legislature authorize the use of the) 
lash in the camps and remove the, 
prison commission from under the con- | 
trol of the governor. This resolution 
was passed in substitute for one intro- 
duced by H. H. Elders, attorney for} 
the Tattnall county conXuission, which |

New regulations as given herewith | 
in the text of the adopted resolution,

| Text of Resolution. 

During the session, which was at 
tended by about 300, Governor Hard 
wick was both condemned and ap-} 
ee for his action in stopping 


Georgia prison camps. At times the 
meeting progressed under intense ex- | 
citement, as the wardens and commis | 
sioners would press forward toward | 
the speaker’s rostrum, in their anxiety , 
to press home their point. | 
The text of the resolution finally 
adopted, providing the new means ol | 
punishment, is as follows: | 
| “Substitute for the third and fourth | 
paragraphs of rule No. 12, prescrib- | 
ing the duties of wardens, page 8 of the | 
' book of rules: 
| They shall safely keep all prisoners | 
committed to their charge, rigidly en- | 
force discipline by the use of such 
humane modes of punishment as will | 
best enforce submission to the au-! 
thorities and compél and induce the 
performance of good and faithful In- 
bor during work hours, such as solitary 
! confinement, restriction of diet, re-| 
'strictiog of privilege of receiving visit- 
‘ors and other privileges usually accord- 
‘ed first-class prisoners, using shackles | 
‘and chains and handcuffing the hands | 
‘and feet for the purpose of confining | 
' them, fastening their hands in an ele | 
vated position above their heads while 
they are compelled to stand upright 
and such other mode of punishment as 
will suggest itself to the warden in 
charge and suitable to the situation.

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Rate Brings Cline Orders 


Fair Buying Support, 
However, Holds Reac- 
tions in Industrial Stock 
Issues to Fractions. 


New York, March 22.—Speculative 
apprehension over the possibility of 
an early increase in the federal re- 
serve rediscount rate brought a large 


volume of selling orders for both ac- 
counts into today’s stock market, but 
fair buying support was forthcoming 
and the reactions in most of the pop- 
ular industrial issues were held to 
fractions. Operations on the short 
side of the market also were encour- 
aged by the weakened technical posi- 
tion of a number of stocks resulting 
from the rapidity of their recent ad- 
vance. 

Stiffening of the time money rate 
to a virtual 51-2 per cent basis and 
the marking up of the call money rate 
to 6 per cent after a renewal rate of 
D, called attention to the increasing 
stringency of the money situation, 
which also was reflected in the fur- 
ther depreciation of bond veglues. Al- 
though brokers had been bidding 5 1-4 
and bankers asking 51-2 per cent for 
time money for some time, few large 
loans at the higher rate had been 
made prior to today, when several 
such transactions were reported, 

Independent strength was shown by 
several issues in the oil, rubber and 
sugar and motor accessories groups. 


Maryland Oil was heavily bought on 
the. announcement that the company 
had closed a contract with.the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey, 
whereby one of the latter’s subsidia- 
ries will purchase between $30,000.- 
000 and $35,000,000 of its surplus 
crude oil and gasoline. The stock 
jumped 31-2 points to 531-4, a new 
peak price. California Petroleum 
touched 1023-8, also a new top, but 
later fell back nearly 2 points, cals- 
ing at a small fractional gain. Phillips 
Petroleum also and the Barnsdale is- 
sues were strong, but the other oils 
were heavy. 

Kelly-Springfield, United States 
Rubber and Lee Tire all soared to new 
high records, but were unable to 
maintain all their gains. 


Some of the industrial strong spots 
were Cluett-Peabody, Granby Mining, 
Kresge, Case Threshin Machine, 
South Porto Rican Sugar\and Union 
Bag and Paper, up 13-4 to 5 points. 
American Cotton Oil common and 
preferred were among the outstand- 
ing heavy spots. 


Lack of good buying support caused 
moderate recessions in a number of 
the rails, particularly Canadian Pa- 
cific, Texas and Pacifie and Dela- 
ware and Hudson, but Western Mary- 
land, second preferred, moved up over 
2 point. 


Indications that recent rise in the 
French franc had been too rapid were 
seen in today’s 16-point break to 
6.66 cents. Other continenetal ex- 
changes also weakened slightly, while 
demand sterling was virtually un- 


changed, selling just above 4.29
